Trade, and Harry Alexander, head of 
a contracting firm at 18 West Thir- 
ty-fourth Street. 

Mr. Strong said that the union had 
written to him practically ordering 
him to use the equipment of certain 
firms which the union approved. He 
produced two letters he received 
from Jacob Solomon, Secretary of 
the Organizing Committee of the 
Electrical Workers Union, Local 8. 
One, dated May 26, 1927, containing 
the name of four electrical equip- 


ment firms app proved by the union, 
asked him to ‘‘give — yt tinge M to 
them in ordering’ mate al ‘“‘so as to 
avoid misunde mony on the work 
in the field.’’

THE CHINESE STALEMATE, 
Although discussions about China 
at the Institute of Pacific Relations 
at Honolulu have brought out noth- 
ing mew, they have served to drive

of.reaching a practical solution of 
China’s troubles. The spokesmen 
for ‘the various Chinese factions 
haye repeated the familiar catcn- 
words about the necessity of abol- 
ishing the “unequal” treaties, and 
about the. sufferings of China at 
the hands of the “ wicked imperial- 
ists.” British and Americans have 
again made clear their willingness 
to discuss adjustments of outstand- 
ing disputes, but have insisted on 
the impossibility of settling any- 
thing when there is no Government 
in China capable of speaking for 
the different sections or of carrying 
out China’s share of any new ar- 
rangements that might be made. 
Sympathizers with China’s cause 
have often allowed their enthusiasm 
to Ovérrun accuracy. They have 
talked as if hopes were already solid 
achievement. The ideal of a strong, 
unified ‘China has long been cher- 
ished by all true friends of China. 
But tLe extravagance of much of 
the Nationalist program showed 


that the Chinese had been duped by 


the Russians, who were using the 
reformers for selfish purposes, It 
was largely under Russian influence 


that the anti-foreign campaign was 
stimulated. Today the Nationalist 


movement has disintegrated, the vic- 


tim of the intemperance of its Rus- 
sian advisers. The cause of Chi- 
nese unification has once more re- 
ceived a severe check. | 

There is no evidence that new 
offers to negotiate, whether from 
America or England or both, would 
more than temporarily strengthen 
the hands of the party addressed, 
while arousing the bitterness of its 
political enemies. Furthermore, it is 
less likely than ever that new trea- 
ties would satisfy the Chinese. It 
has been a sad experience of the 
foreign nations dealing with China 
that concessions made in a spirit 
of friendliness have nearly always 
been received as marks of weakness, 
and have been followed by fresh de- 
mands. It is almost impossible to 
reach an equitable basis of give’ 
and take.

WASHINGTON, July 21 #).—Rail- 
roads were conditionally authorized 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today to establish north and 
south rates between Pacific Coast 
ports which will enable them to meet 
steamship competition, and at the 


same time to maintain higher rates 
to intermediate points. 

The permission will allow classi- 
fied rates between San Francisco and 
Portland to be fixed at 80 cents per 
100 pounds for first-class, and 44 
cents for fifth-class shipments, with 
proportionate amounts for interme- 
diate classes.

Waite Fears Border Residents Wil!

The ruling of the Treasury Depart- 
ment that Canada was not ‘‘abroad’”’ 


in the granting to returning resi- 
dents of the United States free ad- 


1/ mission of $100 worth of purchases, 


was reversed yesterday by the United 
States Customs Court. 
The decision came in an action in- 


table cloth bought in Canada for 
$10.75 had been taxed 40 per cent. at 
Ogdensburg. Objection to the as- 
sessment was made on the ground 
that the cloth should be free of duty 
because it was imported by a resi- 
dent of the United States for his 
personalsuse and not bought on com- 
mission or intended for sale. 

The case came before Justices 
Waite, Adamson and Young. The 
decision of Justices Adamson and 
Young says that it was shown that 
the plaintiff made frequent visits to 
Canada on business and that as a 
rule he brought back with him no 
merchandise, that the purchase of 
the table cloth was-only an incident 
of a trip. 

In - dissenting opinion Justice 
Waite said that the’ decision of his 
colleagues was based. largely if not 
solely upon the question of the pur- 
pose of the plaintiff's visit and that:
